This 
is because of a reluctance Lo 
release players for the fix- 
tures since clubs say they 
gain no financial return, but 
still have to pay their play- 
ers their weekly wage. 

Most of the clubs im Syd- 
ney are battling to survive 
and that foreshadows an- 
other move to alter the 
method of distributing gate 
receipts . 

At the present, home 
clubs keep 90 per cent. of 
gate receipts and 10 per 
cent. goes to the N.S.W. 
Federation. A proposal is 
that home clubs should re- 
ceive 60 per cent. and visit- 
ing clubs 30 per cent.

SOMETHING OF 
INTEREST 


Ihe Australian Soccer 
Federation, to meet in Syd- 
ney this weekend, will con- 
sider among other things, 
the formation of a super- 
division to take in teams 
from fours States, but with 


the idea of eventually hay- 
ing teams from all States 
competing. 


It is interesting to note 
that, among the five teams 
to come from N.S.W., one 
is to be known at Neweustle 
United, 


The idea is for the form- 
ation of full-time profession- 
al players into teams in che 
selected districts —— three 
teams in Sydney. one in 
Newcastle, one on the 
South Coast, three in Vic- 
toria and one each in Sri-- 
bane and Adelaide. I is 
suggested that there be «4 
team of 16 players, each 
with a full-time coach end 
also a qsuad of 16 apprent- 
ice players. And there 
would also be a board of 
directors who would each 
contribute £1000 to launeh 
the scheme. 


It is proposed to continue 
with the premierships in 
each district as now, but 
that the players for the pro- 
fessional teams would come 
from the sides in the prem- 
iership, which would be 
nurseries for the Super- 
Division side. 

Just how clubs will view 
this idea is debatable since 
it would mean they would 
lose their stars while there 
would also be the fact that 
the professional team would 
play in the district once 
each fortnight. probably in 
opposition to the premier- 
ship fixtures. 

Only enough about the 
proposal has been aired to 
whet interest but the scheme 
seems to be a most imagin- 
ative one. Just what will 
come of it remains to be 
seen. 

The plan apparently has 
the backing of some of the 
top brass of the Australian 
Federation and the super- 
league may come into being 
much sooner than we think.
